Robert Jones, used 26, a iaeemaa 
‘in the employ of the city electric light 
department, was electrocuted 
stantly killed at ten o'clock this morn- 
wi, while working on the wires. at 
tite corner of Pease avenue and First 
street. 

The body hung over the wires for 
ever ten minutes with a current of 
#300 volts passing through it, before 
Uye power was turned off, and it was 
possible to remove it to the ground. 

Jones, with a companion, F. Marion, 
who lives at the Jasper House, start- 
ed work repairing the wires along 
irst street this morning. They were 
both up on the pele -at the corner 
of Peace avenue and First street, and 
Jones was ti tae act of eennecting 
two live wires. He asked Marion if 
his feet were clear and on receiving 
au reply that they were, he grabbed 
both wires at once, thus forming a 
short circuit. , 

Death Was Swift 

Death was instantaneous, the cur- 
tent passing through the arms: and 
chest, affecting the heart instantly, 
The body of the young man then fell 
cover backwards, and was only held 
mw place by the belt that the linesmen 
wear, and which was fastened around 
sone oF the arms of the pole. Marion 
immediately saw what had happened, 
and notified the office and the city 
ambulance as quickly as possible. He 
dielped to bring the body to the side- 
walk, one of the men in the electric 
light departraent assisting him 

Dr. Hislop Examined Body 

Dr. Iislop, who happened to be 
‘driving by at the time, saw the man 
lying on the wires, and immediately 
stopped and waited until he was 
-brohght down. As soon as the body 
‘was laid on the sidewalk, the doctor 
made an examination, and pronounced 
the man dead, 

Was Carelessness 

“I was up working with Jones 
‘about ten o’clock this morning when 
‘the accident happened,” said Marion 
‘to a Daily Capital reporter just a few 
minutes after the accident took place. 
“l did not know him very well, as we 
have’ only been working together for 
about three days. He and [had 
gone up this :pole, and were fixing 
some cut-offs, He was. an experi- 

‘enced man apparently, and he knew 
how to handle the wires. 1 suppose 
it was just a case where through long 
use, he grew careless, and took the 
two live wires at once. That, of 
‘course, killed him instantly. 1 heiped 
bring the body down as soon as | 
‘could.” 

No Relatives Herc

Livingstone, Rhodesia, Aug. 18— 
The sculling match for the champion- 
ship of the world between Richard 
Arnst, of New Zealand, and Ernest 
Berry, London, was won today 
by Arnst, the champion, by two 
lengths, The race was rowed upor 
the Zambesi River, a short distance 
from the famous Victoria Falls, over 
a course of three and a half miles. 
The stakes were for $2,000 a side. 

The men met upon an ideal course, 
a fine stretch of river half a mile in 
width, within sight of the island from 
which Dr, Livingstone, 55 years ago, 
caught his first glimpse of Victoria 
Falls. Until a time within the mem- 
ory of living men the scene of the 
race lay in an unexplored part of the 
dark continent, never looked upen by 
white men, but the river banks today 
were thickly lined with holiday mak- 
ers brought here by the railroad com- 
pleted in 1904. Men with cinemato- 
graphs darted about obtaining photos 
of the race and other usual accom- 
paniments of rowing contests. 

The Zambesi was selected as a com- 
promise location of the race by Arnst, 
who has held the championship for 
three years, objecting to the expense 
of a trip to Rngland, while Barry, who 
is a Thames waterman, and holder 
of the English championship, opposed 
the long journey to New Zealand.

with the home government, but just 
merely to gather impressions and 
make ‘himself acquainted with the gov- 
ernment officials and other people of 
prominence in this country. 

Asked as to the programme and 
about the topics that would be dis- 
cussed at ‘the next imperial confer- 
enee, which will likely dake place at 
the time of the coronation, Mr. Just 
said that he was not at diberty to dis- 
close any information in that regard. 
' Moreover, he said that he would mot 
be acquainted with the details of the 
conference until he returns to Eng- 
land, 

Mr. Just stated that he was one of 
four assistant secretarys, in the de- 
partment of the secretary of state for 
the colonies, and that this avork thas 
been mainly in connection with South 
Africa, He stated that owing to the 
fact that the first parliament of the 
new union of Sonth Afmea will con- 
vene on ‘November 4th, that the elec- 
tion in the new confederation would 
likely take place about September 10. 
In speaking of this tour, Mr. Just 
stated that while in Ottawa he had 
conversations with several of the min- 
isters on matters common to Canada 
and the mother country, and that he 
met Sir Wilfrid Laurier at Banff on 
Sunday last. 

Mr. Just stated that the ties that 
bind Canada to the mother country 
are being continually — strengthened 
and that the fact that there was now 
more inter-communication and more 
travelling between Canada and the old 
country is in no small way respons- 
ible for that desirable state of af- 
fairs, 

Mr. Just has been accompanied from 
the east by Mr. Mowatt, a nephew of 
the late ‘Sir Oliver Mowatt. This 
morning a formal call was made at 
government house, Mr, Just and Mr. 
Mowatt ‘have also been introduced at 
the Edmonton Club.

Decoteau, of the Irish Cana- 
dian Athletic Club, has been selected 
as the representative of Alberta, and 
he will compete in the half mile and 
mile events at Montreal on Sept. 25. 
Special preparatory ‘training under ithe 
watchful eye of Trainer Buchanan is 
being indulged in for the mile event, 
and there is a quiet feeling around 
town that Alec will bring thome the 
bacon, despite the presence of Jack 
Tait, the present champion, and other 
crack athletes, 

The iC.A,A.U. will pay Decoteau’s 
fare’ to Montreal and incident 
ally his board while in the 
city, and the Alberta A, A. UL will 
look after the incidental expenses of 
the trip, He will leave on Sept. ist, 
and the .C.A.A.A. will probably send 
one of its officers to look after ithe 
winner. Professor Edwards, formerly 
of the M.ALA,A,, is making arrange- 
ments to have Decoteau well-handled 
in (Montreal, and the three weeks in 
that city will give him ample oppor- 
tunity to get over the ill-effects of the 
long journey. 

Decoteau commenced his running 
career as a five miler, and cleaned up 
every thing at that distance. This 
spring he was tried at the mile, and 
speedily gave idications that it was 
his favourite distance. At the recent 
Provincial meet in Lethbridge he won 
the half, one, two and five mile events 
which success shows his versatility. 
He is without doubt the finest dis- 
tance runner yet developed in Alberta, 
and it is fortunate that he will be able 
to prove his worth with the pick of 
Canada. 

At the Joint Athletic meet to be 
held at the Edmonton Park on Satur- 
day, August 27th, Decoteau will be 
entered in the mile, and the race will 
constitute his final work-out prior to 
leaving for the East.

BONE-HEADED UMPIRING 
HAS CAUSED MUCH TROUBLE 


Tncompetent Officials Hurt the Game Worse Than P oor 


Players. Lynch Has Idea 


New York, Aug. 18.—President Tom 
Lynch, as he sits in the head-quarters 
of the National League, on the four- 
teenth floor of the S t.James Build- 
ing, does not look the part of the Czar 
and tyrant that some of the players 
tive pictured him, His coat and vest 
are always off and, almost always, he 
is deep in business, for his work is 
heavy. 

“Do you know,” he asked, looking 
up suddenly from his work, “ that I 
have solved that umpire-baiting pro- 
position? At least, I am pretty sure 
that I have. ‘Look here!” And. 
Lynche help up a‘ great mass of let- 
ters. “Know whmnt these letters are 
all about? Nothing at all except 
the report sent 4o me of the terrible 
Janguage some of the players have 
used to them-on the field this year. 
I got sick of getting them, sick of 
thinking the players would still go on 
with this sort of thing year after 
year when they knew they would be 
suspended for every offence. 

It Will Cost to Cuss. 

“Suddenly it occurred to me that 
if 1 could touch the player's pockets 
I ‘could stop this foolishness. So 
I notified each of the eight club owners 
that hereafter when a player was 
benched for using profane or indecent 
language on the field he would be 
suspended indefinitely. Lo, and be- 
hold I haven't had a complaint from 
an umpire since. the point? 
The club owners are not going to 
pay a man salary indefinitely when 
a man is sitting on the bench where 
he has put himself by his own mis- 
conduct. 

“What I am pretty sure happened 
after my notice went out was that the 
club owners told their men to be good 
and told them in no unoertain way. 
Far be it from me to want a player 
td be a mollycoddle. J don't care if 
he gets up after being declared out 
ata base and yells, © it,’ T-wasn’t 
out. That shows he is in the game 
and trying to win, But it is the man 
who follows the umpire out and calls 
his barroom names that I am after, 
and that I intend to get .” 

Umpire Problem a Tough One 

“This task of building up a_ staff 
of umpires is a tremendous under- 
taking. It means three or four years 
of hard work. Why, umpires have

got to behave as weil as the players. 
One of the men on my staff was 
sharply criticised by the papers here 
one day. That afternoon he march- 
ed over in front of the press stand 
and ‘bawled out’ the . reporters. 
Thren I did a little “bawling out’ my- 
self, and when I got through Mr. 
Umpire was $25 poorer than when I 
began. 

“Wihat I would bike to have is a 
staff of eight men just like Billy 
Evans. There’s a man who thinks 
and uses judgement. ‘He's an ideal 
umpires, If I stay cn this job for three 
or four years more ] will have a staff 
of umpires of which our club owners 
will be justly proud. ‘Not only have 
T my eyes focussed on some good men 
in the minors now, -but I have options 
on them as well. and when I need 
them I can reach ow my hand and 
gather them in, 

Officials Must Be Intelligent 

Getting options on minor league 
umpires is 1 think a brand new pro- 
position; but how else is it possible ta 
build up a staff of first-class men? 
People thave a queer idea about the 
qualifications required of an umpire, 
Most of them overlook the fact that 
to be a successful umpire a man 
must naturally be intelligent. Prac- 
tically all the trouble that has ever 
occurred on the diamond has been 
due as much to the bone-headed work 
of the umpires as to the misconduct 
of the players. There are a thousand 
and one ways in which conflicts with 
the players can be avoided if an 
umpire is level-headed. Be firm? Yes. 
Be fast on your feet and clear of voice 
Yes. But nbove all be sensible. 

The umpire who goes ont on the 
field with a chip on his shoulder is 
reasonably sure to have it knocked 
off tlong about the third innings. Call 
a player by his first name and he will 
come back at you with the same 
show of familarity. I want omy um- 
pires to keep out of all clashes with 
the players whenever. possible. How- 
ever, it requires a man of intelligence 
to discriminate between the aggres- 
sive tustling player who is working 
with all his soul to win, and the 
player who is simply in the game 
for his salary, and who tries to put 
all the blame for all bis-blunders on 
the umpire.”

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Board of Trade Has Prepared a 
Fine Display for Toronto 
Exhibition 


SOME FOR FAIR HERE, TOO 


Wheat and Oats Five Feet High 
Are Mute but Eloquent Wit: 
nesses of Our Prosperity. 


If anyone is skeptical that the 
representations that have been made 
in connection with the crops in Ed- 
monton district are not in accordance 
with real conditions, let that person 
visit the main building on the old ex- 
hibition grounds on the flats, and it 
can be guaranteed that his doubt will 
suddenly be replaced by wonder and 
admiration. Tor in that building are 
gathered together magnificent samples 
of all the various kinds of growths in 
this district, mute but convincing tes- 
timony of the fertility of central Al- 
berta. 

Many of thes samples which are 
now hanging on the walls of the old 
building will in a very short time De 
arranged in a conspicuous place, the 
Canadian National Jixhibition which 
will soon be opened in ‘Toronto, in 
order that the thousands of visitors 
to that event from all over the United 
States and Canada, and ‘many from 
Europe may gaze on the evidence of 
the richness of soil, and of ideal cli- 
matic conditions, that is to be found 
in the vicinity of this city. Quite a 
large portion of the exhibit will be re- 
tained for the Edmonton fair. 

Collected by Mr. J. ,L. Porte. 

To Mr. J. L. Porte, of Strathcona, 
belongs the credit of gathering togeth- 
er this magnificent collection of grains 
and grasses.| Mr. Porte was commis- 
sioned some time ago by the board 
of trade to collect the samples and 
since then he has been untiring in his 
search for the very best. In the pre- 
paration of the many samples for ex- 
hibition there is a very large amount 
of work entailed. Each stalk has 
to be hand trimmed and cut, and the 
sheaves have to be neatly arranged 
and tied up. A great many of the 
samples were a little green and it was 
necessary that they be placed on the 
roof of the building in order that they 
might be cured. The work has been 
progressing very rapidly, and Mr 
Porte, with the aid of an efficient 
staff of assistants, expects to get 
through in time to leave with the ex- 
hibit on Saturday night for ‘Toronto. 

Wheat Five Feet in Height 

Several kinds of wheat are included 
in the exhibit. The samples of Alber- 
ta Red were obtained from the farm of 
Mr. Chamberlain, of Kast Edmonton, 
and stand over 4% feet in height, 
with magnificent heads. Mr. Gee, 
also of East Edmonton, supplied the 
samples of Preston wheat, and Mr. 
Porte stated that he has never seen 
better. These samples ar over five 
feet in height. 

The samples of Red Fife, spring 
wheat were obtained from the farm 
of Mr. Robt Byrns, of Agricola, and 
were taken from a field of 70 acres, 
which is expected to yield 45 bushels 
to the aere. Mr. Byrns began his 
cutting last week. 

-Some Fine Oats 

The saniples of oats from the farm 
of Mr. Wm. Whiteford, of Clover Bar, 
are magnificent, and are splendidly 
headed. A yield of 75 to 80 bushels 
an acre is expected from the field in 
which the latter samples were grown. 

Mr. Whiteford also contributed 
some fine samples of two-rowed bar- 
ley, about 5% feet in height. There 
were several othar samples of this 
kind and also some of six rowed bar- 
ley 

Luxuriant Grasses 

Included in the exhibit are all kinds 
of grasses, wild peavine, seven feet 
high, and swamp grass, cight feet in 
height, broom. grass, and timothy. 

The samples of the latter are par- 
ticularly fine and give the lie to the 
statement that the quality of the hay 
this year is poor. Although there is a 
shortage, the quality of the hay is the 
best, and is the result of a second 
growth, which event was the cause of 
considerable surprise and gladness 
among the farmers.

that is now in force in the city in 
regard to ambulance calls. Within 
a few minutes after the ambulance 
was notified, it was on the = scene, 
but in this case, where death had 
already taken place, it was useless. 
At present there is no arrangement 
whereby the city police are. at once 
notified when an accident takes place, 
and the ambulance is called. Conse- 
quently it was half an hour after the 
accident had happened before — two 
members of the city police, Sergeant 
McCallum and Detective Seymour, 
were on the ground. Detective Ger- 
geant Nicholson of the Mounted 
Police happened to be passing at the 
time, and so he did what he could to 
keep the crowd back. It was not his 
duty however, to collect the names 
of those who were witnesses of the 
accident, etc, and strange to say 
when the city police did arrive on the 
scene, all they did was to have the 
body placed on a dray and driven rap- 
idly to Connelly & McKinley's un- 
dertaking establishment. 
Child Allowed on Dray 

Of course the body could not be 
touched until after the coroner had 
viewed it. Dr. Forin was notified, 
and was soon on the groand, and 
after he had examined it, the city 
police ordered it placed on a dray 
which was waiting. A disgusting fea- 
ture was that no effort was made on 
the part of the police to cover the 
body in any way, and more rmarkable 
still, a youngster of about four years 
of age was allowed to clamber up oy 
the dray, and stand beside the dead 
body as it was being driven te the 
undertakers. 

Put Out All Lights 

A peculiar circumstance in connec- 
tion with the accident was that as 
soon as the, body of the unfortunate 
young man fell over the wires, a com- 
plete short circuit was formed, and 
all the lights in the King Edward Ho- 
tel, and other places along First 
Street went out. A thick leather 
glove that the young man wore was 
picked up, and was found to have 
two holes burned right through it.by 
the force of the current. Both hands 
oh the young man were also. badly 
scorched,
